“That matter presents itself in a new light to me from the re­ 
ceipt of a letter from China, pointing out that the National Christ­ 
ian Council there is finding that the Western popularity of the 
game is giving it a sanction in Christian circles in China which 
it has never preiously had. 
Mah Jongg has associations which 
play for very high stakes— “as much as $1,000,000 has been lost 
in a night at it”—and though it is played among all classes, broad­ 
ly speaking it is not countenanced by Chinese of a 
high 
moral 
standing. 
The appeal is, therefore, being made in both 
Britain 
and 
America to Christian folk who are playing Mah Jongg to consider 
how their action, innocent enough as it may be in itself, may be a 
cause of stumbling in China. 
“ ‘It is not for us to condemn such persons,’ say the Chinese 
Christian Council, ‘nor would we say it is wrong to 
play 
Mah 
Jongg without stakes. 
We do, however, feel that in view of the 
terrible curse to this land which comes through gambling, and in 
particular through this form of it, Christian people in England 
and America should seriously consider whether they ought not to 
place a limitation upon what may seem to them a quite legitimate 
enjoyment.’ 
“Let us help China by giving the matter the careful considera­ 
tion which is asked of us.”

Repeat the enema daily.

A dam built by the Kiwanis Club to 
thw art a lazy Jirook in the Dodds Ad­ 
dition and provide a pond for Ice skat­ 
ing, acted as a conservancy project 
which probably saved N orth End resi­ 
dents from suffering a repetition ot 
th e 1920 spring flood Thursday night. 
W ith the cessation of rainfall and 
colder w eather early Friday m orning 
the danger on N. D etroit and N. King 
Sts., bordering on the Ormsby Addi­ 
tion, had passed. The good offices of 
the skating dam are believed to have 
saved cellars from being flooded and 
garages subm erged in part of X enia’s 
residential district. 
Calls began, coming into th e office of 
City M anager S. O. H ale Thursday 
night while the City Commission was 
in session. 
The calls were based on 
the fact th a t the culvert under the 
garage of Abe Hym an, 405 N. King: St. 
w as unable to take care of all the 
w ater in the rain-swollen branch, and 
it was spreading out over low' lands 
in the unfilled sections of the Ormsby 
addition. 
City M anager H ale ordered Police 
to investigate and Patrolm an Charles 
Thom pson was sent to keep a w atch 
on the conditions in the district. City 
M anager Hale, City Auditor T. H. Zell, 
City Solicitor J. A. Finney and m em­ 
bers of th e City Commission hurried 
to the district a t the conclusion of the 
commission meeting. 
The little stream th at som etim es 
causes residents of the section trou­ 
ble, drains the water-shed extendinj 
east of D etroit St., to the Columbus 
pike, back of the Dodds Addition. ‘It 
enters a culvert east of D etroit St., 
in the Dodds addition, and thus passes 
under the Springfield branch of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, under N. De­ 
troit St. and under houses on th at 
street on the w est side. Back of these 
houses the culvert has never been c o y - j 
ered, and the w ater races in a walled 
chanel to the Intake culvert under the 
Hym an garage.

out the railroad em bankm ent, and 
flood over D etroit St. 
Success of the Kiwanis Club tem ­ 
porary dam in conserving the w ater 
and releasing it gradually, along the 
principle of the 
conservancy

in Dayton, may suggest another solu­ 
tion to the periodical problem. It is 
suggested th a t a perm anent dam there 
would protect residents when flooS* 
threatened and it could be left open 
at all other tim es.
